Dunn aims to 
impress Arok 


Says GRAHAM COOKE ————— 


SOCCEROO Robbie Dunn is preparing for the biggest challenge of 
his career — forcing his way back into the Australian team in time 
for the prestigious Bicentennial Gold Cup tournament in July. 


“| have to be realistic, 
if | am not in the squad 
by then | probadly won't 
be going to the Olym- 
pics,’’ he said in Can- 
berra. 

“My fitness is return- 
ing so | must now con- 
centrate in turning in the 
kind of performances for 
Melbourne Croatia that 
will get me noticed by 
Frank Arok.” 

Dunn was at the Aus- 
tralian Institute of Sport 
as part of his compaign 
to complete the repairs 
on torn medial liga- 
ments in his knee. 

“Ron Smith (AIS 
head coach) invited me 
up and | jumped at the 
opportunity. With all the 
equipment and support 
staff available | knew if 
there was once place 
where | could get better 
quickly, it was there. 

“I tore the ligaments 
in the first game of the 
season. At first | hoped 
it was not going to be 
too bad but when | 
found out | had to wear 
a brace for two months 
you can image how sick 
| felt.” 

_ If this past good for- 
tune continues Dunn will 
be on the plane to 


Seoul. He recalls that 
but for a lucky switch of 
position he might still be 
playing in the Western 
Australian second divi- 
sion. 

“1 was tuming out at 
centre-forward for a 
team called Rocking- 
ham United — | remem- 
ber playing against 
Anthony Franken at the 
time — but although we 
were scoring plenty of 
goals we were conced- 
ing five or six a game, 
so the coach decided to 
play me at centre half. 

“That very first match 
was being watched by a 
scout from Adelaide. | 
didn't have a bad game 
and in 1979 | signed for 
Adelaide Azzurri in the 
South Australian State 
League. That year we 
won everything and 
West Adelaide came for 
me to play in their NSL 
side.” 

From there he went to 
Preston then back to 
West Adelaide in 1986 
as part of that club’s un- 
successful campaign to 
stay in the NSL. 

“Looking back, | 
would have to say they 
spent too much on my- 
self and Charlie Yankos

when they would have 
been better off spread- 
ing the money around 
more players."” 

Now in his second 
Season at Melbourne 
Croatia Dunn, 27, has 
played 33 games for 
Australia and was a fix- 
ture in the team until the 
injury forced him out of 
the Games qualifying 
Series. 

“Qualifying for Seoul 
still hasn't sunk in — it's 
@ great moment for Aus- 
tralian Soccer,” he said. 

“The experience we 
gained playing in the 
President's Cup in 
South Korea last year 
will be invaluable and, 
quite frankly, | believe 
we have a chance to 
make an impression — 
our main problem is that 
after our results over the 
last few years no-one 
takes us lightly any 
more." 

On the domestic 
scene he believes 
Croatia can make the 
NSL's top five. ‘‘We 
could do better — on 
our day there isn’t a 
team in Australia who 
can touch us — but we 
are too inconsistent for 
our own good.” 


There is no doubt that 
millions of TV viewers 
the world over will be 
willing Wimbledon to 
cap their extraordinary 
success of the past seven 
years with an FA Cup 
Final triumph. 

And what better team 
to beat in the final at 
Wembley Stadium for 
all to see, than the high 
and mighty Liverpool. 

But for Soccer lovers, 
who fear for the future 
of the game, it would be 
analogously more accu- 
rate to call this meeting 
a contest between Ram- 
bo and Nureyev, or 
Beast versus Beauty. To 
them, Wimbledon’s not 
the underdog, but a mad 
dog on the rampage. 

Their seven year rise 
from non-league obscur- 
ity through all four divi- 
sions of the Football 
League to sixth place in 
the First division and 
this Cup Final, is unpa- 
ralleled in British Soccer 
history and should be 
the stuff on which 
dreams are made. 

But Wimbledon, 
sporting their deserved- 
ly earned reputation for 
brutal and violent play, 
which has turned Soccer 
into a nightmare for 
many of their oppo- 
nents, could prove to be 
Liverpool’s nemesis. 

Alan Cork their veter- 
an striker, who has 
travelled a long road 
with them, boasted re- 
cently that his team- 
mates even refer to 
themselves as the ‘Crazy 
Gang’, and by this he 
didn’t mean zany. 

Touching little stories 
abound about Wimble- 
don’s homespun 
ordinariness, e.g.: how 
players washed their 
own kit, and how re- 
cently players arriving in 
the club mini-bus for te 
FA Cup semi-final were 
almost refused entry to 
the Spurs White Hart 
Lane car park, whilst 
other humbly and 
anonymously made their 
own way to the ground. 

Yet this humble, 
down-to-earth, little 
club image of innocence 
is belied, shattered and 
laid to rest by the mer- 
ciles tackles of its play- 
ers described variously 
in newspaper reports as 
“Muscle dressed up as 
romance” and 


“grievous bodily foot- 
ball.” 

One cynical columnist 
lamented, “if Wimble- 
don reaching the FA 
Cup Final is romance, 
then romance is dead.” 


No game 


The problem, as pur- 
ists see it, is that Wimb- 
ledon’s success, based 
on a so-called ‘no-non- 
sense’ approach which 
relies on high balls into 
the opposition area, 
(often from their keeper 


Vinny Jones 
gives an exam- 
ple of the Don’s 


who doubles as sweeper) 
followed up by physical- 
ly forced errors, is gra- 
dually winning converts 
who also abandon skill 
emphasis for strength. 

Critics of this 
approach fear that skill, 
the quintessential nature 
of the game, which has 
been its life blood is 
gradually being 
squeezed out. 

George Best, when 
asked for his opinion on 
this style, using Wimble- 
don and Sheffield 
Wednesday as examples 
said, “if they were to 
play in my back yard I 
would make sure I was 
out for the day.” 

It might seem unfair 
to single out any one 
Wimbledon player, but 
Vinny Jones has come to 
symbolize and personify 
the club’s ethos slightly 
more than others.

In Victoria it’s been 
love him or hate him, 
laud him or loathe him. 

There’s no middle 
eres - some swore by 

lcKendry and others 
swore about him. 

Contrary to popular 
opinion I’ve never been 
number one ticket hol- 
der in Len McKendry’s 
fan club nor am I likely 
to be. 

But he’s been there 
and had the success I 
could never aspire to. 

On that basis I’ve al- 
ways admired his 
pissing and ob 

believe we’ve 
aan ven each other 
a fair hearing on that 
tenuous level on which 
all journalist relation- 
ships are based. 

The career record of 
the deposed Juventus 
coach is beyond re- 


He is, on a win-loss 
basis, the most success- 
fal Victorian NSL coach 
of the past decade. 

On a personal level his 
win-loss ratio is much 


rer. 

I don’t pretend to 
know McKendry well 
and I neither defend or 
attack the Juventus 
club’s decision to oust its 
coach of over two 
seasous. 

But knowing what I do 
of this most enigmatic of 
figures it poems 
appropriate to try an 

eeaavial of where 
has lived and 


McKendry hasn’t won 
too many friends in the 
game - then again he 
hasn’t tried to. 

He shoots straight 
from the hip and that 
has stung the ego of 
many self-opinionated 
journalists, players, 
supporters and adminis- 
trators. 

He doesn’t suffer fools 

gladly and he’ll soon find 
out anyone who feigns 
and intimates knowledge 
of the game. 
He’s not aloof, rather 
he’s a defender of his 
own principle whether 
one agrees or not. Many 
did not. 

As he once said to me: 
“When and if I go I'll 
go with my head up.” 

He didn’t bend for 
anyone. 

“Either you’re there 
to make a decision or 
you're there to let people 
make decisions for 
you,” is his credo. 

It is clear that McKen- 
dry, one of the greatest 
students of the game I’ve 
known, was very much 
always going to make his 
own decisions. He did, 
won everything and he 
survived - until now. 

But his bold fronted, 
aggressive and unben- 
ding stance has been as 
much a contributor to 
his downfall as anything 
else. 
When the bad times 
came - like a run of one 
win in nine games - the 


people you might expect 
to bail him out just we- 
ren’t there to save him. 

From day one he has 
never played ‘politics’ 
and whether any of us 
care to admit it or not 
playing politics is very 
much a part of Soccer 
Victoria. 


And as he didn’t fawn 

to the administrators 
neither did he, as he al- 
ways put it, “lick the a 
... of the press”. 
Ask a question and 
he’d give an answer, but 
after dealing with the 
vagaries of the local 
press over many years 
he’d gotten sick and 
tired of ignorance, in- 
nuendo and half truths 
he’d see in print. 

As his contempt for 
some of the media grew 
so did the media find less 
time for him. 

That situation snow- 
balled and compounded 
his problems. 

McKendry, as was his 
wont, rarely back-step- 
ped on an issue even 
when in his interests it 
might well have been 
best to. 


have been saved had he 
saved face for others in 
days gone by. 

P’ve always found him 
to be intolerant of others 
who didn’t follow the 
McKendry way of doing 


things - in Soccer at 
least. 


Pve known him to be 
very short with those of 
icting ideas. 


Diplomacy was never 
his game - Soccer was. 

And as his allies disap- 
peared over the years he 
became increasingly in- 
flexible. 

By surrounding him- 
self by people who re- 
flected only his own 
ideas, I believe he 
accepted less and less in- 
put from ‘outsiders’ and 
subsequently his ideas 
were perceived to be 
stagnating. 

As a consequence of 
all of the above and 
more, Len McKendry is 
out of an NSL 
job and for how long 
only time will tell. 

I can’t help feeling 
that in this state, at least, 
he may have burned too 
many bridges in too 


places. 

But I premised this 
comment by mentioning 
his success and that can- 
not be questioned. 

On that basis McKen- 
dry cannot, and surely 
will not, be out of Soccer 
for too long. 

Hopefully he’ll be 
back a little wiser for 
this whole affair. Every- 
thing is a learning ex- 
perience - even he’d 
agree.

to sell off the Sydney Football Stadium to the 
NSW Rugby League at an horrific price. 

so, as the $30 to $40 million value of the 
land has not yet been included with the $63 million 
cost of the structure. 

Soccer cannot afford any step back in the facilities 
available to it. Olympic Park is the crowning jewel of 
Melbourne, even though it is quite dated by in- 
ternational standards. The lessened availabilty of 
parking at the ground is causing deep concern to 
Soccer’s officialdom and followers alike. 

Adelaide has a worthwhile but limited ground with 
acceptable Moodlighting in Hindmarsh Stadium. 

Soccer turned its back on Bruce Stadium in Can- 
berra, lost the International Sports Centre in 
Newcastle and can’t use the modest Perry Park in 
Brisbane for National League fixtures. 

And so the code must fight for every ground it 
holds, and for every need it has. 


When the Sydney football Stadium came along, 
Sydney Olmypic gained use for club games and book- 
ings were accepted, apparently with a new found 
enthusiasm for international matches. 

It is the best stadium for Bicentennial Gold Cup 
matches in Sydney. Despite any shortfalls, the big 
crowds expected at the two games there in July will 
get a much better view than they did at the Sydney

THE JOYS(!) OF COACHING

WHO would be a 
coach? 


I would. 

Now is my 20th year 
of coaching, coaching 
Soccer returns the same 
enjoyment and chal- 
lenge that it did at the 
start. 

It is the most difficult 
work that one can con- 
template. 

There is a never en- 
ding run of decisions to 
make, problems to 
solve, some hardly 
associated with Soccer, 
plus everything that pro- 
duces fast and skilful 
Soccer players and 
teams. 

And each weekend 
comes the test. Nothing 
less than a win will gen- 
erally satisfy all parties 
with whom you are 
associated with, or who 
you are responsible to. 

A week is such a long 
time in Soccer. 

Two points gained or 
lost can make such a 
difference. 

This weekend (at the 
time of writing) is a good 
example. There are six 
teams all placed on nine 
points in the 14-club 
NSW State League. 

The top of these on 
goal averages is Penrith- 
Uruguay which is in the 
top four while the bot- 
tom of the nine pointers 
Canterbury is sixth 
bottom. 

My team Wollongong 
Macedonia is on nine 


points right in the mid- 
dle of the table. 

A win against Can- 
berra City would put us 
in the top four, with all 
smiles and happiness 
around. 

On the other hand a 
loss might well have sent 
us crashing to fourth or 
fifth bottom and into a 
semi-crisis situation. 

The players are not 
apparently aware of the 
situation.

Training time — its too 


FAR too often the average Soccer team 
Time is wasted by players talking to their 


valuable practice time. 
friends, socialising whe 
drink when its not rea 


Soccer types of activities. 


These practices are 
clearly the responsibility 
of the players. They are 
the oneswasting their 
time. 

The cure, however, to 
the problem lies in the 
hands of the coach. 

A lot of time wasting 
can be directly attri- 
buted to the coach. Its 
common to see practice 
sessions where most of 
the players are standing 
around “waiting for 
their turn”. 

Activities such as 
shooting or skill prac- 
tices are the most ob- 
vious forms. Coaches 
also spend too much 
time talking, perhaps 
explaining how to do a 
drill or a given game 
situation. Some coaches 
even waste time think- 
ing up what to do next. 
Its this last loss of time, 
this lack of organisation 
which is the key cause 
for all types of training 
time waste. 

An effective coach 
will be tully prepared 
before he arrives at 
training. The equipment 
needed, the balls, cones, 
bibs etc will be checked 
and found in working 
order. More importantly 
the coach must know 
what he wants to happen 
at the training session. 
He must have a goal for 
the session, ‘this is the 
key to good coaching. 

The session goal can 
vary considerably. It 
may be something like

System change 


An interesting point 
was brought to my 
attention this week with 
regard to the sentences 
being handed out by the 
Sydney Branch protests 
and disputes committee 
to players who have 
been sent from the field 
of play. 


It was pointed out, 


that a player recently 
sent off was apparently 
not given a set number 
of matches to serve, but 
instead informed that he 
could not play until a 
certain date. 

The problem arose 
that due to the wet 
weather the player could 
quite easily have not 
missed any game at all, 


or alternately he may 
have missed twice as 
many game as would 
normally have been 
played due to resche- 
duled washout matches. 

It has since been dis- 
covered that this is a 
common occurrence and 
not only being used, as a 
means of determining 
sentence lengths, by the 
Sydney Branch. 

Another problem may 
result from this method 
of sentencing whereby 
the alert clubs, could if it 
is within their power, 
jorganise for games to be 
cancelled at the slightest 
drop of rain in order to 
enable the players or 
players to be available 
to play. 

It would appear that a 
number of other people 
have also seen the light 
and consequently it was 
brought to the attention 
of the NSW Amateur 
Soccer Federation’s 
board members by the 
new general manager, 
Mr Cec Bucello. 

The board has asked 
to have it discussed by 
'the State protests and 
disputes committee for 
their consideration. 


Congratulations to
